tobacco trust at a salary of $50,000 
per annum. 
Tliat amounts to more than the a v ­ 
erage man earns in a lifetime.

would be a fortune to many. 
The president of the United States, 
the chief m agistrate of the nation, 
does not receive a greater remunera­ 
tion for his services, with all the re- 
sjionsibility which that implies. 
In fact $50,000 per annum is re ­ 
garded as the high-water mark at 
which m an’s service can be valued 
individually in this country.
